Just got BROOT0SAURUS #4-. Your short column on the Diplomacy Division needs, 
I think, a quick reply. Needless to say, Bud($r Tretick's letter was not to all 
Gamesmasters. He did not send me a copy, naturally, nor did he send one to Conrad 
von Metzke or David May, other GM's on the NUMENOR staff. Buddy's recent attacks on 
me have been conducted entirely behind my back, and are almost wholly a tissue of 
inuendoes and outright lies. He suspended (without telling me) our trade agreement 
with the first issue in which he attacked me. He has not written a single letter to 
me since then, nor sent me a copy of anything else. I have managed to keep tracK ox 
what's going on only indirectly. In my opinion, anyone who chooses to operate xn 
this fashion is not convinced of the justice of his cause. In Buddy's case, I tbxrj< 
it is a naked bid for "power". ..if you think Iha a dictator, wait until you see wnex 
Tretick does. What he really wants is a vast formless anarchy over which he can 
exercise such authority as may exist and have an exalted title* 

I cannot speak for all Gamesmaster , of course, but I find your assumption tha~ 
all GMs would join if we dumped all membership requirements foolish. For one thin**, 
many will not join a formless entity.
